Mr. Dulles: 

a) Referred to a meeting he had with the Director of the Bureau of 
the Budget concerning expenditures in the Intelligence Community. He 
commented that this consisted mainly of a long discussion of figures and 
questions as to the accuracy of some of the figures presented. He said he 
would present the Bureau of the Budget figures to the IAC members and 
asked Mr. Amory to arrange to have this placed on the IAC agenda. 

b) Referred to a letter from Mr. Gordon Gray setting up a meeting 

for representatives of the Department of Defense, NSA, CIA and State 
Department to receive a briefing from the Science Advisory Committee and 
stated that he thought | I should be present for this briefing. 

c) Stated that he had arranged for a luncheon through Mr. Philip 
Graham, editor of the Washington Post, to discuss press coverage of the 
forthcoming Philippine elections with various representatives of the press. 

d) Referred to reports that USSR General Antonov was now in Albania 
because of difficulties the Regime Was encountering there and commented he 
did not think w e had very good Intelligence coverage of Albania.

Mr. Wisner undertook to coordinate 
with Mr. Amory and cable certain stations an authorized statement they can 
use locally.

He 

proposed therefore that in |projects where we are^to all intents and purposes, 

acting as Executive Agent for another government agency having primary interest in 
the proj ect results, DCI obtain the approval of the NSC 5412 Committee. Mr.

being placed in the position of paying for outside research on subjects of li*e or 
marginal interest to CIA but of considerable i nterest t o the State Department or 
others.
